Spoke too soon! 


Last evening after an 8-hour burn in, the SP-600-JX turned up deader 
than a doornail! 


After reviewing ALL the wonderful comments I received from the group, 
I went down to the shop to play with the rig a while and it was just 
sitting there glowing happily but yielding no noise! I jiggled the 
bandswitch and selectivity control and no joy. Next I checked the 
power supply voltages-- okay. Then I checked the 150vdc regulated 
line and the meter showed only 47 volts! There are two routes out of 
the @A2-- one goes to V13, V11 and V14 and the other to No-Man's Land 
in the T-1 mixer, crystal frequency unit and on to the RF strip. 
After checking all tubes associated with the circuit, I disconnected 
both wires at pin 1 of V18 (the 0A2) and checked each one 
individually. The problem is, naturally, in No-Man's Land! Leaving it 
unhooked the voltage was back to 150vdc and connecting it dropped to 
47 volts. 


I did not check the caps in the crystal frequency control box OR in 
T-1 and I'll bet a buffalo nickle that there is a leaky bypass cap in 
one or both of the modules (the RF strip was recapped by a previous 
owner). I'll tear the rig back down tomorrow and see. Thanks to Ray 
Vasek's excellent recapping treatise in the list archives, the job 
will be much easier! Moral-- check it ALL before patting yourself on 
the back. 


Also a big "thanks" to several on the list who offered suggestions, 
sent me a tube and a twin-ax connector. Also a List Member offered me 
the correct bandswitch knob and the little screw. Plus, a friend with 
a sheetmetal shop is making me a bottom cover. 


A couple of other points that were brought up or asked by those who 
sent me their comments: 


(1) The rig is a JX with no further nomenclature. It is serial number 
129 and (according to Internet sources from the List) was built in 
1951. It and I are the same age but I still have my original caps! 


(2) The panel was engraved (stamped I imagine) and not silk-screened. 
The lettering was applied to a repainted panel (by me) with DAP white 
bathroom adhesive caulk. I learned this tip from my fellow Collins 

buddy Butch Schartau, KOBS, who has done more than a few R-390 panels 


this way. One must first wax the panel with paste wax or car wax. Put 
on several coats but try to keep the wax out of the lettering 
engraving. This coat of wax helps keep the DAP from sticking where 
you don't want it. I found the technique a bit hard to do but in the 
end it looked great. Buy a plastic putty knife and use it to apply 
the DAP and as a squeegee to remove the excess. Let it dry slightly 
and then start rubbing with a cotton rag moistened with "spit." It 
will take a while to get the hang of it. You can go over the 
lettering with a second coat after several hours. After letting the 
panel dry for a couple of days, re-wax a couple of times and buff to 
a shine.

I had an SR500 for a while. Cute radio. 


It is identical to an SR160 except for the finals, so if you want to do 
comparisons, this is the set to which you want to be comparing. 


I also had an SR150 and really didn't see all that many similarities. 
I know of two gotchas in the SR500..... 
First, and most serious, it uses the dreaded 8236 tubes in the finals and 


these can be very difficult to find. If the ones in your set are in good 
condition, cherish them. 


Second, and this seems to vary from set to set, the product detector 
introduces ever so slight an amount of 60 cycle hum to the signal. My 
SR500 did this to a degree that bordered on objectionable. My SR160 (same 
design, remember) did this also, but to a much less noticeable degree. 

So, main point here is that "your mileage may vary". 


Except for these two little problems, I thought the radio was relatively 
solid and sounded good on transmit and receive (except for 60 cycle 
problem) .

"The second AF stage, a very small power amplifier with a 6AU6 tube, was 
added in order to use a small loudspeaker for comparison tests with a 
small commercially built receiver owned by a friend. He had an antipathy 
to wearing earphones. However, the loudspeaker output jack does double 
duty since the usual high impedance head set can be plugged into it for 
earphone reception." Jones, F. W6AJF, "Super-Gainer CW Receiver," CQ, 
Nov., 1957, p 136, see also, CQ Anthology 1952-59, p. 129. 


Here we see an apology, of sorts, for using more than a single section of 
a 12AX7 in this final version of the Super-Gainer regenerative superhet 
so often associated with Frank Jones. 


Think Frank couldn't find a 6L6 or, especially, one of his favorite 6W6s? 

I don't think he even tired. I read the Ancients as indifferent to 
audio "umph." I've seen them use the triode of a 6U8 and blithely 
specify "High Z 'phones." 


The OTs never opened the case to admire scorched paint from the pushing 
and pulling of an inverter triode to a pair of beam power tetrodes. I 
think I know why, too. 


Listen to one of the minor prophets from a decade earlier as he discusses 
a three-tube blooper that pinch hits as a tuner: 


"(W]e feel that the most satisfactory reception is obtained with 
headphones for c.w and b.c. receiver for 'phone. By actual trial there 
isn't quite enough gain for weak 'phone signals without feeding into a 
b.c. receiver, although c.w. signals can be heard right down into the 
noise." Goodman, B, then W1JPE, "A 28-Mc. Receiver/Converter,*(footnote 
below), subtitle: "A Combination Unit for Getting Started on Ten Meters," 
QST, Feb., 1946, p 17. 


This and other hints suggest the Old Timers felt big audio was a fellow 
traveler of big iron AM phone. The League pumped us up for years about 
100%, plate modulated, big dollar telephony. It was one of the points on 
which Jones and the League disagreed, in fact. 


But in the next phase, when the League lead the lockstep to SSB, there 
seems to have been a retreat from big audio. The push pull output stage 
of Hamdom's general coverage receivers didn't survive the switch to 
ham-bands-only, which began in about ‘57 at Collins and Hallicrafters. 
These later days are the times of the single ended 6AQ5. When National 
messed up its NC-300 to make an SSB friendly '303, they didn't dwell on 
the audio output. Even a Hammarlund HQ-180, one of the last general 
covers, wouldn't rattle many cones. 


Maybe, since SSB sounded so bad anyway, it wasn't worth the trouble. Or 
perhaps the new break-in style of QSO, reducing discorse to signal 
report, meant no one cared anymore. The thought of a full fidelity day 
on 20M doesn't appeal to me. 


So the night creatures of audiophilia need not raid our crypts for 6Lé6s. 
We didn't use many, at audio anyway.

* The term "Converter," which now suggests a device to brings a band of 
frequencies to another place in the spectrum, was understood by the OTs 
to include a Tuner, which takes a band of frequencies and depostis them 
at a single spot, rather than reproducing them with their original 
Spacing. Your old Admiral had a Tuner on top, probably a Pilot, to bring 
the new UHF sigs down to channel 2 or 3, but your CATV box is a Converter 
in the modern sense.

But 
there's 

solder on the dynamotor pins. No unoriginal holes. Good paint. With 
original 

FT-230 dummy box on front panel. Nice. $38 


R-23A/ARC-5 command set receiver. Korean-war-era RX used in Navy aircraft. 
Covers 190-550kc. Requires 28vdc dynamotor. This is the one with the 3 
antenna connections marked L, L and A, plus the antenna switch marked 

A--L. 

Appears to be all original except that the 2 front panel studs used to 
hold the 

radio into a rack have been removed. Missing FT-230. Requires 28V 
dynamotor 

which is not included. Stamps on front panel say "27-OH 6 1954" and an 

unreadable logo in a pair of wings with the mark "A-15" below them. $38 

BC-454B command set receiver. Part of the Army command set rig SCR-274N. 
Used in Army aircraft. Bare aluminum case (unlike ARC-5 radios which are 
black wrinkle).
